Lots of farmers are making extra 
money these days by growing 
Christmas trees—cither as a sepa- 
rate crop, or as a secondary prod- 
uct from wood lots managed ‘for 
timber. 


Thinning is necessary if a 

Christmas-tree farm is to be kept 
productive. When trees become too 
they quickly lose their mar- 
cet value. So some of the trees 
should be removed to provide addi- 
tional growing space for the rest. 
I like to do my thinning at harvest 
time, always saving the best trees 
to increase in size and improve in 
quality. And after thinning, I 
always kill the stump by removing 
all the green branches. "Cause, if 
you don’t, these branches will fill 
in the openings, making it impos- 
sible for remaining trees to take 
advantage of the additional grow- 
ing space!

I prune my Christmas trees by 
removin’ the lower limbs of thin- 
foliaged trees.
